We presume that Mrs. Fauset, who has been courteously 
eceived by Mrs. Roosevelt on various occasions, became dis- 
runtied when the President did not have time to receive 

r recently. It may be, Mrs. Fauset, that running the war 

and planning the peace was rather more important work at 
the time than chatting with you. 
We would like to know if this lady and those who think 
‘like her recall how Executive Order 8802 came about, and its 
subsequent amendment, No. 9346. Surely they have not for- 
gotten that a group of Negroes met with the President to 
plan the order and almost dictated what it should include. 

We point to this order, not as the only action the Presi- 

dent has taken at the insistence of Negroes, but as one of the 
most important—one which has been hailed as the Second 
Emancipation Proclamation. Every one of us with half a mind 
recognizes the powerful influence the FEPC, which this order 
created, has wielded on behalf of Negro employment and gen- 


al welfare. : 
If Mrs. Fauset and Grant Reynolds and others of their 
iJk cannot remember three years back, they can at least re- 


member three weeks back, when Mr, Roosevelt re- 
ceived three Negroes and not only listened to their com- 
plaints, but heeded them. We refer to the order he issued 
abolishing the War Department's plan to house servicemen 
in the same relaxation centers with white ones —* and this 
after two colored hotels had been engaged for their use. 


As tor Mr. Reynolds, he and others speak of segregation 
in the armed forces as though it is a Roosevelt brain-child. 
Are they not aware that tion has always existed in the 
army, even under the Great Emancipator, Abe Lincoln? 

Are they not also cognizant of the fact that more bars 
have been let down jn the armed forces than ever before in 
the history of this:nation? Negroes are now in the Marines, 
and in the Navy, in other positions than kitchen police, for 
the first time—the Marines and the Navy, formerly the most 
snooty branches of the armed forces. Negroes are now fly- 
ing planes of many types and are in battle with the enemy, 
bombing, strafing, chasing Jerry to hell and back. 


Do we need to point out that they are now doing battle 
in tanks, handling these most complicated machines, and are 
destroying the enemy's tanks in tank-destroyer units. 
They are now in the Adjutant General's office, in positions 
which require legal training. Two have recently been ap- 
pointed to work with the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration in the Allied-occupied countries. 

Really, there is no end to the naming of accomplishments 
achieved under the Roosevelt Administration. Suppose the 
President did refuse to see Mrs. Fauset, we know that did not 
Stop him in his efforts to give the Negroes their first chances 
in sharing some of our institutions.

NEGROES VOTED in Colonial times. There never has been 
@ period in Anrican history when the Negro was totally denied 
the right to vote. Even in the shameful days of slavery, Negroes 
voted. Five of the thirty-five states, namely Maine, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut, allowed 
Negroes to vote in 1861. 


Immediately after the Civil War suffrage was ex- 
tended to all Negroes on the same basis as white 
men. The newly freed Americans took full advantage 
of their opportunities in citizenship and wisely used 
sheir political privileges during the hectic days of 
Reconstruction. 
In 1868 there were 700,000 Negroes registered 
n the ten rebel states. This number almost equalled picnanyvsow 
she total vote of 720,000 of them all.

Just to point out a few. A total of 1,335,682 Negroes 
have been employed in war industries since the beginning of 
defense and war work by the government, the majority of this 
number receiving employment through the influence of the 
Fair Employent Practice Committee created by the President. 


A total of $54,000,000 has gone into the pockets of Negro 
workers on public housing constructions, with $10,000,000 
of this sum going to skilled Negro workers. And, by the way. 
around 60, Negro families have had decent low-rent 
houses over their heads for the first time in their lives due to 


loyed in managing and maintaining them. In the Federal 


ublic Housing Administration alone, 155 Negroes are em- 
loyed in Washington and in regional offices. 
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According to estimates recently issued by the United 
Federal Workers of America, approximately 50,000 Negroes 
are employed in Federal offices in Washington, and 350,000 
in Federal positions throughout the country. 

Before | forget, let me pause here to say that you can 
vote for Roosevelt and progressive candidates on either Line 
B, the Democratic line, or Line C, American Labor Party, on 
the ballot, by simply pulling down the lever. 


In addition to the numbers of Negroes employed under 
the Roosevelt Administration, we cannot overlook the fact 
that through various clauses in government contracts with 
private employers Negroes have been earning as much as their 
white colleagues in similar work, whereas  hereto- 
fore private employers have been permitted to discriminate 
against them in the matter of wages. ° ,
